over the burying of a Time Capsule, 
containing a number of items of 
intetest to future Placentians when 
it is dug up fifty-years from now. 

This event will take place at the 
site of the Bradford House, already 
the scene of the good intentions of a 
number of veteran and newcomer 
Placentians. 

The -Bradford House was the 
home. of the founder of the City of 
Placentia, Albert Sumner Bradford 
and was given to the city by 
Bradford’s: heirs. 

It has become an ironic discussion 


‘through the Bicentennial Year that 


the house may be torn down. But the 
structure, built in 1904, is still 
standing for the city’s 50th birthday. 

The Time Capsule ceremony is 
scheduled for 10 a.m., Thursday, 
December 2.

Orange Changes 
Airport Position 


‘ The battle over a proposed study 
which would include the Chino Hills 
as an airport site continues to rage 
but, according to Yorba Linda Mayor 
Henry Wedaa, a recent skirmish 
resulted in a ‘‘significant step 
backwards.”’ 

Wedaa was commenting on the 
action by the City of Orange where 
the City Council rescinded a 
resolution favoring the Inter-County 
Airport Authority (ICAA) fund 
request for the study. 

Further, Orange went along with 
a Wedaa suggestion that the city join 
in a regional study advocated by the 
Los Angeles Department of Airports 
that has the support of the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors. 

ICAA representatives from two of 
the sponsoring cities, Garden Grove 
and Stanton, were at the Orange 
council session. Their protestations 
went unheeded as they claimed that 
the ICAA study was regional in 
scope and would consider several 
potential airport sites. 

Wedaa argued this point, terming 
the ICAA plan ‘‘narrow’’ and 
insisted that an airport in Chino Hills

would ‘‘create havoc over North 
Orange County cities.’’ 

In support of this view, the Yorba 
Linda mayor said that because of the 
flight patterns from Ontario Airport, 
planes departing from Chino Hills 
would have to turn left and fly over. 
Orange and other cities. 

Wedaa said he was ‘‘very pleased 
that the Orange City Council was 
willing to listen to our arguments 
and withdraw its support of the 
ICAA and to give support to the Los 
Angeles regional study.”’ 

Additional talks will be held with 
other cities that have given support 
to ICAA in an attempt to get them to 
change their position, Wedaa 
revealed. 

The ICAA has been trying to get 
federal funds of several thousand 
dollars to make its study under the 
Airport and Airways Development 
Act. 

Supporters, which include Chino 
and Santa Ana, have had previous 


* attempts to move forward on Chino 
Hills thwarted. Presently, the group 


claims it is not associated with any 
former groups.

The man who invented the 
wheel...those tens of centuries 


ago...may have had pert, petite Sue 
Williams in mind. 

For pretty Sue Williams, who has 
been affectionately pet-named 
Sweet Sue by race track announeers 
is seldom happier than when seated 
atop four of those wheel contrap- 
tions with a fifth one held firmly in 
her capable hands. 

Sweet Sue, a Placentia resident 
until six months ago when she and 
husband Dave and their two children 
moved to Norco, is something very 
special and unique in local stock car 
racing circles. 

How: does a five-foot-five; 120 
pound mother of two youngsters 
become the first woman in southern 
California and possibly in the United 
States to go stock car racing in 
competition with the men? The 
answer is contained within Sue, a 
native of Anaheim, California, who 
somehow found her naturally sports- 
loving competitive spirit led down 
the local Speedways. 

‘‘This has to be the high point of 
my life,’’ Sue Williams, who is just 
entering her 30th year, explains 
about racing. ‘‘I love sports. I love 
the family life and having children 
but when we (with husband Dave) 
got into racing and I started driving 
this car, it had to be the high point of 
my life. 

“It’s very exciting and very 
rewarding!”’

This saga of the race tracks began 
at high school in Anaheims where 
Dave Williams met Susan Elliott. 
Sue by that time was very interested 
and involved in sports, Dave in 
anything that ran on wheels. 

Dave Williams built a car before 
he knew how to drive. He raced 
when he was 15 in a hopped up 
Model A Ford at 90 miles an hour on 
the quarter mile. He’s been 
building, rebuilding, or restoring 
cars ever since. 

Sue, after her marriage to Dave 
ten years ago, eventually became a 
one woman pit crew. Dave was 
racing stock cars in 1971. In 1972 Sue 
was allowed in the pits, the first 
ever to -be granted 


membership in the National 


. Association of Stock Car Auto Races 


( NASCAR). 

‘By the end of that year,’’ Sue 
recalls, ‘‘I had been bugging Dave 
all season that I sure would like to 
get into the car.’ 

The last two races of 1972, after 
she had been allowed to hot lap the 
car for 13 weeks first, Sue ran her 
first races. 

She recalls she wasn’t frightened 
at the prospect. “‘I wanted to do it so 
bad. I loved it.’ 

It took several pillows and a lot of 
padding to get Sue up close enough 
to the controls of Dave’s 1967 special 
Chevy before he rebuilt it especially 
for her.

A payout of more than $275,000 in 
wages for eleven members of City 
Hall management staff, was 
authorized at a recent meeting of the 
City Council as the last agenda item 
on a marathon meeting that 
stretched more than five hours. 

Three members of the public were 
still on hand to participate in the 
brief discussion on the item. 

The authorization approved a six 
per cent raise for City Administrator 
Edwin Powell, boosting his salary to 
$39,000 a year, plus extensive 
benefits. 

Other salary raises listed in the 
resolution and estimated total 
salaries include Police Chief 
Norman Traub ($29,830.92); Direc- 
tor of Community Development Ben 
Minamide ($28,574.16); Director of 
Finance Frank Dunnavant 
($28,265.52): Director of Commun-

ity and Industrial Resources James 
Buchner ($23,922.12); Director of 
Planning Arnold Hamala 
($21,533/52). 

Also Chief Building Official Victor 
Newton ($19,549.08); Purchasing

($24,340.92); Assistant to City 
Administrator _ John Slota 


($19,549.08) and newly appointed 
Social Services Director, Jeffery 
Nimeshein, starting on the fourth 
wage scale step at $18,012.

for such people as ambulance 
drivers to teach them what to do 
when they spin out in the rain, but 
Sue has not attended. She’s a 
hands-on student. - 

Sue, who has raced at Speedway 
605 Irwindale, the Orange Show in 
San Bernardino, at Ontario, and now 
at Saugus, is, as far as she knows, 
the only woman to compete with the 
men in their races and in her own 
car. Women drivers usually take 
part in Powder Puff Derbies without 
the men, she explains. 

Her demanding hobby requires 
speeds between 110 and 115 miles 
per hour on a half-mile track 
straightaway, slowing to 90 then 75 
around turns. It takes 22 seconds to 
make one complete lap around a 
half-mile track, sixteen seconds 
around a quarter mile. 

At Orange Show, for example, the 
track is two cars wide. ‘‘If there’s 
anybody else there, it’s a wreck,’’ 
Sue points out. ‘‘And there’s only 
one really good racing groove. 
There’s a solid wall on one side and 
telephone poles on the other. In case 
of trouble you either hit the wall or 
go over the telephone poles.”’ 

Sue should know. She’s come 
close to doing both. 

‘‘When you're in a race, things 
are happening so _fast...you’re 
totally concentrating on what you’re 
doing,’’ Sue explains. ‘I’ve been 
very lucky. I’ve always been able to 
get around the wrecks when they 
(observers) figured there was no 
way but for me to end up in it. 
Somehow, instinctively I find a hole 
and make it through.”’ 

“If you have to stop and think 
‘where am I going to go’...it’s too 
late. You have to do it and it comes 
out right or you don’t make it.”’ 
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Sue vividly recalls one race. ‘‘I 
had come out of a turn and started to 
pass acar and he lost control and the 
back end of his car came up and hit 
the wall. 


“I swerved the car around and I’m ~ 


praying I’ll make it and I did make 
it.”” : 

~ The spun-out car hit her car and 
whirled her around. ‘‘But instead of 
hitting the wall head on, my car 
returned,’’ she remembers. “‘I 
backed the car all the way down the 
wall, the full length of the track. 
There is an opening. I backed the car 
through the opening and off the 
track.’’ 

‘None of the cars coming by hit 
me. That could have been one of the 
worst.”’ 

On another occasion Sue recalls: 
“One night I got sideways on the 
track and a guy hit me and I went 
over the telephone poles at the edge 
of the track to keep the cars off the 
grass. I went over backwards. The 
whole car went up and over. I went 
out and finished the race. People 
thought it would scare me so bad I 
would never come back.’’ 

Both Dave’s and Sue’s parents 
live in Placentia. Sue’s Dad, Orveal 
Elliott, may have had some 
influence on her jaunty spirit. He 
used to drag race speed boats. 

“I got some of it from him,’’ Sue 
estimates: ‘He had the very first boat 
that was both super charged and had 
fuel injection. The very first.’’ 

Dave’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Williams, own and operate a 
sporting goods store. They are used 
to son David’s interest in things that 
move on wheels and his drive to 
create them. 

Dave, while living in Placentia, 
hand built a modern version of a 


| 
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key-cab beer truck, (1915 vintage) 
which is still seen on Placentia 
streets when the Dave Williams 
come to town to visit. 

The truck, boasting $1,000 in 
wood alone, is a unique thing of 
beauty and was the subject of a color 
spread of pictures and story in the 
national magazine ‘‘Street Rod- 
der.”’ 

He also has some_ unusual 
restored automobiles of ancient 
vintage which he is not too eager to 
talk about ‘‘because people try to 
buy them.”’ 

Sue, who has won a number of 
trophies with her expertise behind 
the wheel, is now a featured driver at 
the Saugus one-third mile track and 
will return next season. Round trips 
just to get there from her present 
home in Norco cover 180 miles for 
the Saturday events. 

Husband Dave, who explains that 
his hobby ‘‘is keeping her hobby 
running’’ is Sue’s staunchest 
supporter. 

“| thought her whole racing 
career would last two or three 
months,’’ Dave recalls. ‘‘But I was 
wrong. Actually I worry about her 
more going down the freeway with 
the kids in the car. Most of the 
people on the race track are 
professional drivers.”’ 

Dave also points out that Sue’s 
racing career would not be possible 
without her numerous sponsors who 
help pick up the tab. Some of these 
include Action Engineering, Rialto; 
Strout Machine Works, San 
Bernardino; City Motor Parts, La 
Puente; Lou Equipment Company, 
Santa Fe Springs; Sissell ,Racing 
Heads, El Monte; and _ the 
Anaheim-Fullerton Auto Wreckage. 
And Sue, who is the star of it all.

However, this answered 
only part of our requests. 

We are asking for your assistance 
in persuading the other County 
Supervisors and Orange County 
Traffic Safety Committee to be as

at the Placentia Post Office, 1 
suggest removing the collection 
boxes with chutes from their present 
location and placing them on both 
sides of Angelina at the back of the 
Post Office property. The present

sympathetic to our needs as you 
have been in the past. We continue 
to be concerned over the need for 
flashing yellow beacons (during the 
time children are present) to and 
from school to slow the very heavy 
and fast-moving traffic along Yorba 
Linda Boulevard. 

According to the Placentia City 
Engineer’s Report No. 76-0062 of 
June 8, 1976, ‘‘The County Safety 
Committee agreed with the 
relocation of the guard but did not 
feel the flashing beacons were 
necessary.!!!!! The city of Placentia 
Traffic Safety Committee recom- 
mended the placement of flashing 
beacon lights. Mr. Robert Voien, 
Secretary of the Orange County 
Traffic Committee, in a letter dated 
March 22, 1976, to Mr. Warren 
Siecke, City Traffic Engineer, in 
referring to the same crosswalk 
stated, ‘‘Based on vehicle volumes 
and pedestrian counts, the warrant 
for yellow flashers was satisfied.’ 

You see, everyone who has 


studied the traffic and pedestrian 
movements agrees that we are 
justified in placing the flashing 
lights at the corsswalk---but, the 
County Traffic Safety Committee 
has thus far been unwilling to feel it 
is necessary and are unwilling to 
share the costs. The City of Placentia 
has agreed to pay an equitable share 
for these beacons. This hardly 
seems equitable when one recalls 
that a large percentage of the 
children who use this crosswalk live 
in a County-serviced unincorporated 
area. 

You will find enclosed signatures 
of all concerned citizens with and 
without children going to Wagner 
School using the cross-walf at Kilt 
Avenue and Yorba Linda Boulevard. 
Also it should be noted that many 
are citizens in County territory. 

Also another suggestion I would

general funds to cover the 
negotiated raises and additional 
insurance benefits. That amount will 


cover raises for the eleven 
individuals for a  nine-months 
period. 


This brings the total raise package 
for the city’s estimated 135 
employees to roughly $109,931 for 
the nine month’s period. 

The City Hall overall pay package 
for the present fiscal year is roughly 
$3 million from a $6.5 million 
budget.

Where do your tax dollars go? Property taxes go for a variety of things, 
which are largely itemized on your tax bill, at least to the extent that you can 
read the general catagories. Harder taxes to follow are state and federal 
income taxes and sales tax, the latter being the one over which the taxpayer 

While property taxes are assessed on property and income taxes paid on 
basic earnings, many items are exempt from sales tax, and one sixth of that 
returned to the city in which the tax was collected. That may not sound like 
much, but it amounted to $158, 730 in Placentia for the second quarter of this 
year. In selecting the stores in which you spend you money, you chose the 
city which will enjoy your tax money. The money goes to the state and then is 


returned to the city for its use. 


When city hall has less revenue than it deems necessary for providing the 
chosen level of services, it raises the property tax and we all pay. When we 
spend our dollars at home, some of the taxes stay with us easing the city’s 


need for property taxes. 


Do we really need to put our tax dollars into other cities? Not too often. 
Let’s all join forces and keep our dollars working for our parks, streets, and 
other facilities and services.

“‘Sh-sh--don’t breathe so 
loud. We’ll get caught. Quit 
moving the bush. Everybody 
crouch down. Sh--here he 
comes.”’ 

The boys could now see their 
teacher, Mr. McFadden head- 
ing down the path to the foot 
bridge crossing the Santa Ana 
River on his way to the one 
room school house. He’s been 
unjustly harsh on Ben 
yesterday and the big boys 
were helping Ben rectify the 
injustice. Breathing all but 
ceased as Mr. McFadden 
strode up to the bridge. One 
step, two steps, three -- Whoa! 
There he goes; head over heels 
into the river! 

The breath in the boys 
exploded with shrieks and 
giggles as they burst out of the 
thicket and up the hill to the 
school yard before they could 
be identified. 

It was only a one room school 
and it accommodated all the 
children that attended from 
most of the Santa Ana Valley, 
which was one of the districts 
in Los Angeles County.

As well as being a teacher, 
Mr. William M. McFadden 
was the superintendent of Los 
Angeles County Schools, for 
which he received $400 per 
year. There was no allowance 
for stationery, stamps, or 
travel. ‘‘The salary has not 
paid for the office yet,’’ wrote 
Superintendent McFadden in 
his 1870 report, ‘‘and if it were 
not for the prospect of relief my 
resignation would be handed 
in.”’ 

However this seems very 
unlikely for a person so 
scholarly and dedicated to 
education that he established 
the first teachers institute, 
built the first school for 
Placentia out of his own pocket 
(but was paid back later), 
served on numerous school 
boards and goaded his 
neighbors into being re- 
sponsible for the business of 
running the school. 

In the Placentia Unified 
School Districts Educational 
Center’s archives there is a 
copy of a deed dated March 16, 
1870 transferring from W. M. 
Bailey and John Bush, the 
latter of which indicated his

City’s First Mayor 
Highly Praised 


S.C. Harmony nominated 
Harrison QO. Easton for 
Mayor the night of Decem- 
ber 7, 1926. He _ was 
unanimously elected by the 
four man Board of Trustees 
composed of S.C. Harmony, 


W.W. Krick, Andrew 
Ipsen, and Harrison 
Easton. 


This first City Council 
was faced with the form- 
idable task of organizing a 
newly incorporated City, 
enacting ordinances and 
hiring essential personnel. 
Harry Easton was clearly 
well qualified for leading 
the Council through these 
precedent setting tasks. 

The Easton family came 
to Placentia in 1917 to a 
home located on Bradford 
Avenue described by 
Easton’s daughter, as being 
on the edge of what is now 
Kraemer Park. 

Harry Easton was Man- 


ager of the Placentia 
Mutual Orange Packing 
House from 1919-1935 


when he became Sunkist 
District Exchange Manager 
until his retirement in 1944. 
Retiring to the City of 
Hemet, he lived there with 
his wife until the end of his 
life in 1962. 


On November 11, 1926, 
“The Placentia Courier’ 
printed brief profiles on 
each person nominated for 
election to the City Council. 
The Courier article describ- 
ed Easton as a man for 
which there was no 
substitute. 


‘*We happen to know that 
Harry Easton is recognized 
as one of the finest packing 
house executives in the 
state of California. At 
present...he is a very busy 
man. But history proves 
that if you want anything 
done well, go to the busiest 
man in town. That’s why his 
nominators worked so hard 
to persuade him to serve... 
For Harry Easton as a City 
trustee, there is no 
substitute.”’ 

City records prove that 
for Harry Easton there 
indeed was no substitute. 
Traditions and many or- 
dinances established by the 


first council are still in 
effect. 
A clue to Easton’s 


inimitable personality and 
sense of humor was printed 
in a column appearing in the 
‘Placentia Courier’ called 
“Little Rich Townlets,”’ 
written by Thomas Pick- 
erill, Secretary of ihe 
Chamber of Commerce. In 
his column, Pickerill wrote 
‘“‘Harry Easton says the 
greatest ecomonic waste in 
the Country is killing 
perfectly good sheep to 
make a college diploma.”’ 

In tribute to her father, 
Marion Van Patten of Yorba 
Linda stated that although 
he moved from the City, 
Harry Easton remained 
interested in City affairs 
throughout his life. She 
cited examples of his 
involvement in community 
affairs following his term of 
office. 


City Votes; 


an election held 
November 23, 1926 voters 
approved incorporation of 
the City of Placentia. 
Official date of incorpora- 
tion was December 2, 1926 
with the filing of papers of 
incorporation at the County. 

December 7, 1926, the 
first meeting of the newly 
elected Board of Trustees of 
the City was held in the 
Directors’ Room of the 
Chamber of Commerce 
located on Santa Fe 
Avenue. 

Thomas E. Pickerill, 
Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commeree was Acting 
Chairman for the prelimi- 
nary ceremonial events. 


A symbolic key to the City 
was presented to the 
Trustees by Fred Wasson. 


This key was designed by

the meeting congratulating 
the Trustees on _ their 
election. Among the speak- 
ers commemorating the 
City’s incorporation were 
H.S. Leavitt, Agent for the 
Santa Fe Railroad, who 
spoke for the schools; Ralph 
McFadden, Rancher, repre- 
senting the ranchers, and 
O.C. Christensen, spokes- 
man for the businessmen. 

After the initial cere- 
monies, a recess was called 
and refreshments of cigars 
and candy were distributed 
to the people in attendance. 

Chairman Pickerill then 
reconvened the meeting.

Placentia Struggles

No one knows now who 
first suggested that Pla- 
centia might incorporate as 
a city, but the idea floated 
around until the business 
men, in 1915, decided to 
carry it out. A_ special 
census showed a sufficient 
population, (only 500 were 
necessary), but opposition 
developed from the large 
land owners and _ oil 
companies who did not want 
to pay city taxes. Argu- 
ments pro and con raged for 
years. When Brea incor- 
porated in 1917 there was 
hope that Placentia would

Herbert C. Foss, Sr., who 
served on the Placentia City 
Council in 1927 and 1928 
may have the distinction of 


being Placentia’s most 
senior living ex-council 
member. 


He was officially sworn 
into office, in April 1927, 
barely four months after 
incorporation of the city. 
Foss, who will celebrate his 
84th birthday in December, 
presently resides in the City 
of Orange. 

Foss moved to Placentia 
in 1913 and was employed 
in the Orange Packing 
Industry. In 1922, he 
opened a grocery store in 
partnership with Horace 
Lucy, who operated a meat 
store near the intersection 
of Sante Fe Street and 
Bradford Avenue. Lucy 
would later serve as 
Placentia’s first Fire Chief. 

The early council mem- 
ber recalls Santa Fe in 1913 
before it was paved. During 
the rainy season boards 
would be placed across the 
street so that residents 
could cross the _ street 
without stepping in the 
mud. 

Herbert Foss’s name 
appeared on the November 
1926 incorporation ballot 


together with 11 other 
candidates for the Board of 
Trustees. Although he 


failed in his bid for election 
he was appointed to office 
upon the resignation of 
W.W. Krick, thus becom- 
ing the 6th person to take 
the oath of office for the 
Placentia City Council. The 
members of the first City 
Council are believed to be 
deceased. 

Herbert Foss married the 
former Ruby Read of 
Placentia. They celebrated 
their 60th wedding an- 
niversary this summer.

follow. The next year a vote 
showed the majority in 
favor and a petition had 
enough signature, but for 
some reason it was 
withdrawn. 

As the community grew, 
the need for police and fire 
protection and sanitation 
became more pressing; as 
well as local control of 
licensing and regulations.

Fadden secured 82 names 
on a petition, but the

Horace Lucy, Andrew Ipsen 
and George Holmes ob- 
tained 75 names on a new 
petition, but again H.C.

Chamber 


An Active Force

Reading through the 1925 
& 1926 Placentia Couriers 
(on microfilm at the library) 
one quickly realizes that the 
driving organization at that 
time ‘was the young 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Incorporated in April of 
1924, it promptly set about 
establishing lighting and 
paving districts, providing 
the growing city with it’s 
first paved roads. Its weekly 
meetings under the leader- 
ship of president AS. 
Bradford were always good 
for a front page Courier 
story. 

After getting the street 
paving project under con- 
trol, the chamber next 
undertook the task of 
providing police protection 
for the area. As an 


unincorporated area, it had 
to rely on the county sheriff 
Taking 


for protection. 


‘“‘subscriptions’’ from local 
ranchers, businessmen; 
and residents, they raised 
the necessary pledges of 
$200 a month and hired 
William Boulden, Chief of 


Police at Ratoon, New 
Mexico. He started work 
Feb. 2, 1925, and worked 


8:30 to 9 a.m. patroling the 
school traffic and then from 
7 p.m. to midnight securing 
the city and enforcing 
curfew. For emergencies, 
one called the Chamber of 
Commerce office to reach 
him. His major law 
enforcement problem was 
illegal liquor activities. 
Incorporation proponents 
(including the Courier) 
pointed out that the fines 
collected due to his arrests 
would have paid his salary 
had they gone to the city 
instead of the county.

for the opposition. The 
incorporators had included 
the whole school district 
which contained many 
square miles, the super- 
visors cut this by more than 
half, reducing the assessed 
valuation from six to two 
millions. Then they asked 
for more information on the 
people’s views from both 
sides. So campaigning 
continued for the next few 
years. The main argument 
centering on who would, 
and who would not, be 
included in the city. A 
canvass of the business 
district showed 3 to 1 in 
favor, with most ranchers 
still opposed. Oil had been 
discovered and land values 
and prices soared, while the 
influx of workers and others 
complicated the situation. 
Letters printed by the paper 
included a sefies in a 
supposedly humorous dia- 
lect.

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What It Was Like 
In Those Days 


By George Key 


This area was a semi- 
desert when the first 
settlers started coming in 
the late 1860’s. Winter 
rains sustained small 
undergrowth and turned 
the area green in Spring 
with grass, mustard and 
other vegetation. But 
summer heat and dry winds 
soon parched the earth. 
There was no water until a 
few wells were hand dug, 
some over 100 feet in depth. 
These only supplied enough 
water for the domestic use 
on a few ranches. But the 
people were determined 
and dug a seventeen mile 
canal to bring water from 
the Santa Ana River. This 
canal, known as the Cajon 
Canal, terminated at what is 
now known as_ Golden 
Avenue. From here water 
was distributed to the 
ranches by small open 
ditches. This canal was dug 
in the 1870’s. 

By 1900 there were 
around 125 families in the 
area bounded on the west 
by State College Blvd., the 
south by Orangethorpe, the 
east by Rose Drive and the 
north by Golden Avenue. 
(Placentia extended beyond 
these boundaries in some 
places.) 

The parents in these 
families were industrious, 
hard working thrifty people 
who had come from more 
than 15 countries. They 
were mostly young people. 
A number were teenagers 
who had left their homes to 
make their own living. In 
the ‘‘melting pot’ of 
Placentia, these people 
were blended together to 
form a strong Community. 

Having so many back- 
grounds, strong wills, and 
the determination and 
character needed to turn a 
semi-desert into a beautiful 
community, there were 
naturally strong divisions at 
times. Divisions over such 
issues as water, schools, 
roads and the like. 

Beneath these divisions, 
however, there were strong 
ties of friendships and 
neighborliness. This sort of

kinship. was bred by a 
common vision and the hard 
work and many problems 
faced by all in this new 
land—a land of little water, 
no gas, no electricity, no 
automobiles or tractors, and 
the many other things we 
take for granted today. 

The people of the area, 
before the turn of the 
century, were mostly ranch- 
ers and farmers who were 
raising sheep, cattle, hay, 
grain, vineyards, row crops 
and delicious fruits and 
nuts. Citrus gradually 
replaced all these other 
crops until the whole area 
was like one large citrus 
grove.(The first commercial 
Valencia Orange grove in 
California was planted in 
Placentia in 1880 by Richard 
Gilman). 

There was always work to 
be done on the ranches, but 
the long hard hours for the 
men were mostly in the 
Spring, Summer and Fall. 
Their work eased up some 
in the winter. 

For the house wife the 
long hours of hard work was 
year round. Hand washing 


clothes, ironing, sewing 
clothes with a treadle 
sewing machine, cooking 


and baking bread with a 
wood burning stove, mak- 
ing butter and the many 
other chores kept her busy. 
Many women also raised 
chickens and turkeys for 
home use, canned fruit and 
vegetables, milked the cows 
and some even helped in the 
fields. ‘‘How did they do 
it?’’ you ask. Well, for one 
thing they didn’t have to be 
bothered with a radio, T.V. 
or telephone. They didn’t 
have’ to be bothered with 
driving an automobile. 
There weren't any for many 
years. 

Mothers didn’t have to 
take the children to 
Brownies, Scouts or Little 
League. There were plenty 
of chores at home for the 
older children and plenty of 
room for the younger ones 
to roam and play.

There were years so dry 
there wasn’t feed for the 
sheep and cattle. Some 
cattle were driven over cliffs 
to their death rather than let 
them starve. 

There were floods that 
did much damage and 
people lost their lives. Santa 
Ana winds lasted for three 
days, generally, and were 
so hot and dry that they 
burned the east side of 
Orange trees. Dust was 
often so thick it was hard to 
see. Oil derricks have been 
blown over. 

One real wet winter,. Mr. 
Strain rode a raft down 
Placentia Avenue from 
Palm Drive to Orange- 
thorpe. One time John 
Tuffree road a boat from 
Madison Avenue to 
Anaheim. Charles Wagner, 
Sr. got stuck in flood waters 
on Placentia Avenue just 
south of Orangethorpe and 
had to unhitch his horses 


and leave his wagon. 

At times Placentia and 
Chapman Avenues were all 
but impassable with horse 
and buggy. On all but 
stormy days, Catalina could 
be seen from our home. 
Mountains could be clearly 
seen most of the year. I’ve 
seen snow on Old Baldy on 
July 4th. 

At night the stars were 
always bright and_ the 
‘‘Milky Way’’ was clearly 
seen.
